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With the Exception of Colleges 
and Universities 


By revision of the Industrial Security Manual for Safeguarding Classt- 
fied Information, as of 19 January, 1954, the Department of Defense has 
quietly but effectively set the staffs of colleges and universities apart 
from other citizens of the United States. As in the past, this directive 
continues to allow government contractors to clear their employees 
for access to information classified Confidential. This clearance is 
based on a determination by the contractor that the individual is a 
United States citizen and that there is no information known to the 
contractor which indicates that the employee’s access to Confidential 
information is not clearly consistent with the interests of national se- 
curity. However, the new regulation now goes on to specify that this 
applies to all contractors with the exception of colleges and universi- 
ties. Colleges and universities must seek clearance of their employees 
through the appropriate Department of Defense security officer. The 
national military establishment has thereby excluded colleges and 
universities from a privilege extended to all other contractors. 

The important issue raised by this directive is not found by de- 
bating the question of why these directives single out colleges and uni- 
versities. The important issue cannot be ignored by a complacent 
shrug to the effect that one does not come into contact with security 
material, or by the coincidence that one’s subject is such that he has 
felt no undue pressures. The fact is that, for reasons unknown, col- 
leges and universities are singled out; a freedom preserved for all 
others is now explicitly taken from the academic institutions.

The Rise of Methodism. By Richarp M. Cameron. * New York: Philosophical 
Library. [c. 1954.] xv, 397 pp. $4.75.

This source book is a happy in- 
spiration. The history involved in 
these records has been told in print 
hundreds of times. But here is the 
stuff itself, pulled together with re- 
vealing transitional and interpreta- 
tive paragraphs by the compiler, 
and backed up by a body of valuable 
notes. This source book should have 
wide usage. In the reprintings we 
wish for it, we trust it will always 
have this same large print: source 
books are often so unattractive to use. 

With John Wesley’s Journals as the 
basic document, Dr. Cameron helps 
us see Methodism emerge in germ in 
the Epworth Rectory, and carries us 
through the first Conference, in 
1744. John Wesley was to live nearly 
a half-century longer, but the es- 
sential foundations were laid and 
the guiding decisions made by 1744. 
George Whitefield and Charles Wes- 
ley share the spotlight, and their 
journals and letters are woven in, 
along with much other material, 
some of which is not readily avail- 
able elsewhere. Important is the 
consideration of the two theological 
forces which almost tore the early 
movement apart: I refer to the pre-

destinarian controversy around Bris- 
tol and the West, and the quietistic 
trouble in London and the East. 
Whitefield is, of course, the major 
protagonist for Calvinism, and John 
Wesley and Whitefield had to agree 
to disagree. Charles Wesley was 
pulled, though only temporarily, 
into the Moravian quietistic stress. 
Important as Whitefield and brother 
Charles are, we see clearly who 
dominated these decisive early years, 
broke the power of these two diver- 
sionary pulls, and stamped the 
Methodist doctrinal and organiza- 
tional patterns indelibly with his 
own inspired mind and spirit. 

No reader could doubt, after 
reading this book, that from the very 
beginning the Wesleyan movement 
was bound to issue in a distinct de- 
nomination. There were such of- 
fenses as open-air preaching, lay 
preaching, “horrible enthusiasm,” 
and the perfectionist tradition, to 
name no others. Wesley’s real “there 
I stand” may perhaps be found 
most memorably in his cool, firm 
answer to Bishop Butler (pp. 286-9). 

The critical reader, or so the re- 
viewer feels, will find scant reason to 
doubt Dr. Cameron’s thorough fa- 
miliarity with all the relevant docu- 
ments and discussions. The general 
reader should find the book enthrall- 
ing to read straight through.

UCIEN WuiTE! writes on ““What’s 

Wrong with the Ph.D. Lan- 
guage Requirement?” (150-152). 
To correct a situation in which the 
language examinations are consid- 
ered ‘just a hurdle” and which 
leads to no significant use of the 
language in post-doctoral days, the 
author suggests that . .in any cor- 
rective program [there] should be the 
requirement that the prospective 
candidate for the Doctor’s degree use 
foreign languages in some meaning- 
ful way. ..in his major field.” Grad- 
uate teachers, neglecting foreign 
literatures because they too were 
trained in the system now needing 
correction, should be informed by 
various language associations of sig- 
nificant books and articles available 
in the foreign languages; other lan- 
guages than the customary duo, 
French and German, should be al- 
lowed or even required in certain 
fields; the student should fulfill the 
language requirement early enough 
(‘at least by the middle of the second 
year of graduate work’) so that he 
could be reasonably expected and re- 
quired “to put his competency to 
meaningful use in specific research 
projects.” Other valid purposes of 
the language requirement — en- 
richment of the student’s mind, abili- 
ty to take part in international 
scholarly activities, protection against 
“intellectual isolationism” — are not 
likely to be achieved unless the grad- 
uate student employs his foreign 
languages thoughtfully and _ thus 
catches a glimpse of these purposes.

Laws,* reports on a survey of what 
heads of college and university de- 
partments think desirable in the 
graduate school training of candi- 
dates for jobs in their departments. 
The table summarizing the responses 
(from 103 heads of departments in 
43 colleges and universities) gives 
“the median percentage of times 
which these men thought should be 
allocated to each of the various types 
of graduate study in preparation for 
college teaching.” Comparing the 
tabulated opinions of department 
heads with the opinions of others 
(e.g., Deans and Presidents) and 
with current practice, the authors 
find that: the respondents are willing 
to halve the student’s time devoted 
to his major field (35 per cent as 
opposed to the 60 to 80 per cent 
now generally required); they would 
allow 5 per cent of the student’s time 
(two courses) for professional-educa- 
tion courses; they would allow only 
one per cent for study of foreign 
languages (except for the prospec- 
tive teacher of these languages); 
they would allow seven per cent of 
the student’s time for study of sta- 
tistical techniques and methods of 
research, and 15 per cent of his time 
for his dissertation and other re- 
search, an emphasis on research that 
“is in direct contrast to the opinion 
of college administrators... that 
stress on research for the general 
college teacher leads to misuse of the 
student’s time during graduate 
study.”

interviews of the applicants by the 
Dean appear to be required only in 
the small graduate schools (enrol- 
ment under two hundred). “The 
majority of the graduate schools 
seldom or never required. . .recom- 
mendations from the undergraduate 
dean....”; the small graduate 
schools tend to use recommenda- 
tions from the department chairmen, 
and three-fourths of all the graduate 
schools queried “‘attach considerable 
importance to the department chair- 
man’s recommendation” and to the 
undergraduate professors’ recom- 
mendations. Tests (Graduate Record 
Examinations, Miller Analogies 
Tests, etc.) were used by most 
schools ‘quite frequently’ and 
considered important: “...only a 
few respondents paid little or no at- 
tention to such techniques.” “The 
greatest unanimity of use involved 
the transcript [of undergraduate re- 
cord], all the respondents reporting 
its use and appraising it as very im- 
portant....the majority of schools 
paid more attention to evidence of 
over-all competency than to progress 
in major and minor fields.”
